ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Board of Education. 


Again we are called to give our annual report of the condition 
-of the schools, during the past year. ‘The moral deportment 
and habits of study among the scholars, as a general thing, have 
been good, and the teachers have manifested much interest for 
‘the success of their pupils. We think the advancement in the 
several studies pursued, has been considerably above the 
-average of past years, especially in arithmetic and grammar. 

With our modern language books the latter study is not just 
‘what it was in the days of Murray and later the old English 
grammar. Now story and letter writing are first taken, later the 
parts of speech are easily brought to the pupils notice and so per- | 
fectly explained that they readily remembered the “why and 
‘wherefore’ much better than in. past years. It is nota dull 
-study now and most of the children enjoy it and we seldom hear 
-a complaint about their continuing it to the end. 


18 SCHOOL REPORT. 


Several of the older scholars left school after the spring 
term, to attend the school at the seminary at Kings- 
ton, making the per cent of gain smaller than usual, at the 
close of the year. ‘The examination work was much better than 
we expected and their percentage good. 

By the annexed statistical table it will be seen that six different 
teachers have been employed in our schools during the year. 

If we are successful in procuring good teachers we think it an 
advantage to retain them through the year, as it takes a teacher. 
some time to get a school in good working order. _ 

We were obliged to depart from this rule at the Pound, as 
Miss Chase was unable to teach, and as the teacher at the Falls, 
Miss French, wished to attend the Normal school, we were obliged 
to makeachange there. ‘Too muchcannot be said concerning 
the co-operation of parents and teachers in the _ school 
work. The best and most experienced teacher cannot 
alone make their school what it ought to be, without the aid 
of parents and others interested in the welfare of our children 
and we would urge upon them the importance of more active 
interest in our schools. If we wish to see them prosper we must 
be more helping in their behalf and visit them oftener and at any 
time, not necessarially waiting until the close of the year, 
although at the closing examination, we wished many more were 
present to see and hear how well the little ones did. 

We hope the coming year many and all will avail themselves 
of this privilege, as it is of great encouragement to teachers and 
pupils. 

This has often been requested by our former respected com- 
mittees, Mr. George B. Webster, Mr. Ezra F. Currier and others, 
nevertheless it remains a fact, just the same.
